Here  is  the  story  of  the  Nuclear  Freeze,  a 
grass-roots  movement  that  began  in 
Massachusetts  and  soon  captured  the 
imagination  and  attention  of  millions  of 
Americans.  Early  in  1 982  a  group  of  law- 
makers introduced  into  both  houses  of  the 
U.S.  Congress  a  resolution  calling  on  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  to 
negotiate  a  mutual  and  verifiable  halt  to 
the  nuclear  arms  race.  It  was  a  bold 
measure  and  one  that  sparked  intense 
debate  between  members  of  Congress 
and  the  White  House  over  the  conduct  of 
U.S.  arms  control  policy.

|  N  RECENT  YEARS,  many  cultural 
geographers  have  viewed  the  elements  of 
our  built  environment  with  an  eye  to 
utility  and  function,  rather  than  aesthetic 
pleasure.  Although  not  denying  the  value 
of  such  an  approach,  John  A.  Jakle  feels 
this  emphasis  has  proven  overly  restric- 
tive and  that  visualization  of  landscape 
—both  natural  and  built— has  been  too 
often  ignored.  For  him,  some  places, 
some  landscapes,  are  intended  to  be 
beautiful — beauty  is,  in  fact,  their  very 
function.  To  ignore  how  places  com- 
municate visually  is  to  eclipse  the  func- 
tional interpretation  of  landscape.  In 
The  Visual  Elements  of  Landscape  he 
seeks  to  amplify  the  functional  interpreta- 
tion of  cultural  landscape  by  incorporat- 
ing in  it  a  clear  visual  and  aesthetic 
dimension.  The  book  contains  more  than 
1 20  photographs  that  illuminate  the 
author's  argument. 

After  defining  basic  concepts  that 
describe  the  visual  world  around  us,  Jakle 
discusses  sightseeing,  or  the  spontaneous 
visual  assessment  of  landscape,  as  when 
tourists  seek  visual  pleasure  in  travel. 
Although  landscape  visualization  is 
important  to  all  human  activity,  he  shows 
that  it  is  the  sightseer  who  acts  deliber- 
ately to  find  visual  satisfaction.  He  thus 
argues  for  a  renewed  emphasis  on  the 
"picturesque"  in  our  appreciation  of  the 
built  environment. 

Jakle  then  turns  to  the  process  of  visual- 
ization, relating  key  notions  about  place 
and  space  to  the  act  of  viewing  the 


environment.  The  search  for  "prospect" 
and  "refuge"  are  seen  as  basic  dimen- 
sions of  landscape  visualization.  Later 
chapters  discuss  the  details  of  landscape 
that  add  character  to  place  and,  contras- 
tively,  show  landscape  visualization  as 
involving  pictorial  composition.  Finally, 
he  examines  how  these  pictorial  aspects 
are  fundamental  to  the  processes  of 
cognitive  mapping  through  which  one 
obtains  a  sense  of  geography.

^^RTWRITING  is  a  philosophical 
study  of  the  history  of  recent  American  art 
criticism.  David  Carrier  posits  that  the 
story  of  criticism  from  Clement 
Greenberg's  work  to  the  present  demon- 
strates the  gradual  development  of  a  self- 
critical  awareness  about  such  texts  that 
parallels,  in  some  remarkable  ways,  the 
discoveries  of  the  poststructuralists. 

Carrier  argues  that  an  artwork  can  be 
understood  only  relative  to  interpretation, 
a  function  of  criticism.  But  unlike  art 
history,  art  criticism  cannot  arrive  at  a 
consensus  about  what  makes  a  "true" 
interpretation  of  an  artwork.  Criticism  can 
only  appeal  to  the  persuasiveness  of 
alternative  critical  narratives  in  determin- 
ing an  artwork's  meaning  and  value. 

Carrier  begins  by  comparing  Greenberg's 
theory  of  modernism  to  Ernst  Gombrich's 
history  of  the  naturalistic  tradition  and 
shows  that  genealogies  of  art  styles  are 
not  adequate  bases  for  choosing  between 
art  interpretations.  He  then  demonstrates 
why  Michael  Fried's  and  Adrian  Stokes's 
alternative  antihistorical  attempts  to 
ground  art  interpretation  in  the  present- 
ness  of  an  artwork  are  also  inadequate. 
Explaining  how  art  critics  interested  in 
structuralism  have  begun  to  overcome 
the  limitations  of  these  approaches  leads 
Carrier  to  contemporary  criticism. 

All  of  these  viewpoints,  he  concludes, 
have  been  superseded  in  part  by  an 
awareness  that  today  the  role  of  criticism 
can  be  understood  only  in  relation  to  the 
art  market  system  in  which  critics  as  well 
as  artists,  dealers,  collectors,  and 


museums  play  a  role.  In  thus  becoming 
self-conscious  about  the  inherently 
suasive  role  of  artwriting,  contemporary 
art  criticism,  when  successful,  achieves 
persuasiveness  in  the  marketplace.

|n  1 964  the  film  Before  the  Revolution 
startled  European  audiences  into  aware- 
ness of  the  work  of  director  Bernardo 
Bertolucci.  Since  then,  his  complex  and 
rich  visual  style,  his  explicit  and  graphic 
use  of  sexuality,  and  his  forceful  political 
stance  have  challenged  and  intrigued 
ever-increasing  numbers  of  film  viewers. 
This  book  offers  a  lucid  and  suggestive 
study  of  Bertolucci's  films. 

T.  Jefferson  Kline  draws  on  literary, 
psychoanalytic,  and  cinematic  theory  to 
explore  the  ways  in  which  Bertolucci 
weaves  a  series  of  meditations  on  textu- 
ality,  authority,  and  the  cinematic  into 
seven  major  films.  The  book  examines  the 
ideas  that  psychoanalysis  is  itself 
cinematic,  that  its  tradition  is  in  many 
ways  parallel  with  that  of  film,  and  that 
Bertolucci  is  the  first  to  work  out  the  direct 
relationship  between  history,  autobiog- 
raphy, and  unconscious  structures  in  a 
meaningful  body  of  cinematic  art. 

Following  a  discussion  of  the  intricate 
relationship  between  cinema  and 
psychoanalysis,  Kline  analyzes  in  succes- 
sion each  of  Bertolucci's  major  films: 
Before  the  Revolution,  Partner,  The 
Spider's  Stratagem,  The  Conformist,  Last 
Tango  in  Paris,  1900,  and  Luna. 

He  examines  the  interrelationship  be- 
tween a  series  of  literary  subtexts  and 
Bertolucci's  translation  of  literary 
thematics  into  cinematic  terms,  and  he 
reads  each  film  intertextually  with  the 
others  to  allow  an  appreciation  of  the  way 
Bertolucci  constantly  reworks  certain  key 
themes  and  preoccupations. 


The  book  provides  a  striking  analysis  of 
major  themes  in  Bertolucci's  work, 
allows  a  comparative  study  of  literary  and 
cinematic  languages,  and  constitutes  a 
sensitive  application  of  psychoanalytic 
interpretive  strategies  to  the  cinematic 
experience.

The  BLACK  CLOTH  is  a  collection  of 
sixteen  African  folktales  written  by 
Bernard  Binlin  Dadie,  fiction  writer,  poet, 
dramatist,  and  minister  of  cultural  affairs 
in  the  Ivory  Coast.  Dadie  has  been  a 
major  voice  in  African-French  literature 
for  over  fifty  years,  yet  few  of  his  writings 
have  been  translated  into  English. 
Originally  published  in  French  in  1955, 
The  Black  Cloth  gives  testimony  to  the 
richness  of  African  oral  literature  and  the 
universality  of  human  experience. 

Like  all  folktales,  these  stories  convey 
morals  and  lessons,  pose  enigmas,  dispel 
perplexities.  Ten  of  them  center  on  the 
exploits  of  Kacou  Ananze,  the  trickster 
spider  so  common  in  West  African 
folklore. 

The  stories  can  be  grouped  roughly  into 
tales  of  dilemma,  orphan,  and  trickster,  all 
concerned  with  the  vagaries  of  daily  life 
and  universal  experience.  By  probing  the 
mysteries  of  indigenous  mythology  and 
symbolism,  Dadie  speaks  in  a  voice  that 
conveys  the  lives  of  ordinary  African 
villagers.

Chapter  1  examines  the  folk  roots  and 
literary  sources  from  which  the  narratives 
of  William  Brown,  Frank  Webb,  Harriet 
Wilson,  and  Martin  Delany  derive  their 
distinctive  character.  Chapter  2  focuses 
on  the  use  of  language,  music,  and 
religion  by  Frances  Harper,  Sutton 
Griggs,  Charles  Chesnutt,  and  Paul 
Laurence  Dunbar  in  their  move  toward 
and  beyond  social  realism  in  the  antebel- 
lum (1 853-65)  and  postbellum  (1 865- 
1 902)  periods.  Chapter  3  examines  the 
early  stirrings  of  naturalism  in  W.  E.  B. 
Du  Bois  and  James  Weldon  Johnson 
during  the  pre-World  War  I  period 
( 1 902-1 7)  and  chapter  4  traces  the  search 
for  new  narrative  modes  in  the  novels  and 
romances  of  the  Harlem  Renaissance 
(191 7-36).  It  discusses  the  work  of  Jean 
Toomer,  Jessie  Fauset  and  Nella  Larsen, 
Zora  Neale  Hurston  and  Claude  McKay,

Wallace  Thurman,  and  Arna  Bontemps. 
Chapter  5  takes  a  close  look  at  Richard 
Wright's  works  during  the  Depression 
and  his  influence  on  novelists  of  the 
1940s:  William  Attaway,  Chester  Himes, 
William  Gardner  Smith,  and  Ann  Petry. 
Chapter  6  explores  the  movement  away 
from  naturalism  after  World  War  II 
(1952-62)  by  Willard  Motley,  William 
Demby,  and  Gwendolyn  Brooks  toward 
the  rediscovery  of  myth,  legend,  and 
ritual  by  Ralph  Ellison  and  James 
Baldwin.  The  final  two  chapters  examine 
the  contemporary  Afro-American  novel 
(1 962-83)  in  the  context  of  the  black  arts 
and  women's  rights  movements,  from  the 
neorealism  of  John  Killens,  John 
Williams,  and  Alice  Walker  to  an  experi- 
mentation with  poetic  and  Gothic  realism 
by  Gayl  Jones,  Toni  Bambara,  and  Toni 
Morrison.  Also  included  are  modern  and 
postmodern  hybrid  forms  crafted  by 
Margaret  Walker,  Ernest  Gaines,  William 
Kelley,  Ronald  Fair,  Charles  Wright, 
Clarence  Major,  John  Wideman,  Hal 
Bennett,  and  Ishmael  Reed.

O  RIGINALLY  PUBLISHED  in  1970 
and  now  a  classic  in  its  field,  The  Politics 
of  Fear  traces  the  rise  and  fall  of  one  of 
America's  most  notorious  political 
demagogues.

^\lTHOUGH  THE  women's  libera- 
tion movement  is  very  much  an  inter- 
national phenomenon,  it  has  developed 
very  differently  in  different  countries. 
Debate  and  exchange  between  feminists 
is  often  difficult,  not  only  because  of 
language  barriers,  but  also  because  things 
do  not  always  make  sense  when  removed 
from  their  particular  social,  political,  and 
cultural  contexts. 

The  feminist  movement  in  France  has 
been  too  often  regarded  as  interesting  but 
largely  irrelevant,  concerned  more  with 
reflection  and  theory  than  with  seeking 
practical  solutions  to  concrete  problems.

.ONSTRUCTIVE  PHILOSOPHY  is 
the  first  major  collection  for  the  English- 
reading  world  of  the  writings  of  the  out- 
standing German  philosopher  and 
mathematician  Paul  Lorenzen.  Founder 
of  the  "Erlangen  School,"  a  major  force  in 
West  German  intellectual  life,  Lorenzen 
and  his  colleagues  have  been  methodi- 
cally tracing  technical  and  scientific 
thought  to  their  sources  in  everyday 
activity.

The  most  noteworthy  features  of  con- 
structivism are  that  it  is  both  demonstra- 
tive and  normative.  By  showing  that 
scientific  procedures  and  theories  have 
a  basis  in  nonlinguistic  procedures, 
Lorenzen  avoids  the  infinite  regress 
inherent  in  attempts  to  produce  axiomatic 
foundations  for  science.  He  then  shows 
that  by  using  linguistic  operations,  simi- 
larly founded,  these  procedures  can  be 
expressed  in  propositions  and  then 
further  refined  to  construct  individual 
scientific  theories.  In  this  way,  Lorenzen 
and  the  constructivists  illuminate  the 
normative  aspect  of  science,  its  ability  to 
guide  and  regulate  technical  practice  and 
toenunciatea  regulatory  principle  forthe 
production  of  science.

I  HIS  BOOK  is  a  comparative  study  of 
three  poets— Vergil,  Dante,  and  Milton  — 
and  their  uses  of,  and  defenses  against, 
the  epic  tradition.  A  study  in  intertextu- 
ality,  it  is  also  a  work  of  literary  history, 
discussing  the  strategies  of  incorporation 
each  poet  uses  in  coming  to  terms  with 
the  literary  past  of  his  genre.

Ronald  Macdonald  argues  that  this 
meditation  is  a  crucial  episode  in  the 
creative  process,  in  which  each  poet 
grapples  with  his  literary  inheritance, 
without  being  forced  simply  to  repeat  that 
inheritance.  He  thus  shows  the  under- 
world to  be  analogous  to  the  un- 
conscious: the  journey  there  is  seen  as 
liberating  the  poet  from  repressed 
material  which  would  otherwise  dictate 
his  thought. 

Macdonald  ingeniously  demonstrates 
how  characteristic  strategies  of  in- 
corporating the  past  emerge  for  each 
poet,  with  Vergil  "foregrounding"  his  his- 
torical epic  against  the  ahistorical  bardic 
corpus  of  Homer,  Dante  "including"  the 
past  whole  by  internalizing  the  figure  of 


Vergil,  and  Milton  "displacing"  the 
predecessor  in  the  place  of  priority  with 
the  tropic  maneuver  Harold  Bloom  has 
called  "metalepsis."  Paradise  Lost  is  ther 
seen  as  the  culmination  and  termination 
of  the  epic  tradition,  a  foreclosure  of  the 
possibility  of  further  development  in  the 
genre.

ReBECCA  COX  JACKSON  was  a  free 
black  preacher  and  religious  visionary  in 
antebellum  America.
